While it is still early to make any 


definite predictions, the danger from 
serious frost damage is rapidly pass- 
ing for this season, in the opinion of 
Mr. Hutchison. 


Temperatures fell to twenty-seven 


above zero for a few hours in some 
of the citrus groves in the Covina 
district during Saturday night and 
early Sunday morning, and while 
there was quite a little light firing in 
local orchards, the battle did not 
develop into a major offensive. 


As a friatter of fact, the weather 


Friday, Saturday and Sunday had 
the growers scared for the first time 
in the past three y.ears. For a few 
hours it looked as though the valley 
was in for a killing frost, but one 
of the vagaries of southern California 
climate intervened and conditions, 
when approaching the serious dan- 
ger point, moderated and damage 
was averted. 


The Citrus Frost Protective asso- 


ciation, supported 
by the citrus 


growers of the valley through their 
various associations, was the busiest 
organization in the upper San Ga- 
briel valley during the cold period 
when, for the. first time in three 
years, "J(ack Frost" threatened ser- 
ious damage;-.tp..the -grcyes. -With 
night riders out in all"' directions 
reading thermometers, reporting to 
the main office in the First National 
bank block, from whence the condi- 
tions were telephoned to the indi- 
vidual growers, there was revealed 
a scene that demonstrated that the 
district is well organized to get on 
the firing line. It has been stated 
that nearly ninety per cent of the 
orchard acreage is protected by 
adequate orchard heaters.

"Unquestionably this is one of the 


most bewildering times, mentally, in 
the history of mankind. With many 
of the metropolitan newspapers gar- 
bling the news we read, with the 
voice of capitalism crying one thing 
and that of communism crying an- 
other, with the so-called mental 
giants of earth giving us widely di- 
vergent views as to the way out of 
the present economic morass, it is 
imperatively important that 
we 


weigh carefully these divergences, 
and after scrutinizing their attenu- 
ating implications, to gather our own 
thought-out conclusions, and then 
dare to speak them fearlessly and 
intelligently, always keeping our 
minds open and alert for new and 
additional truth "And so, in conclu- 
sion, high school graduates of Janu- 
ary, 1935, I pray you incorporate in 
your life the thoughts I have de- 
tailed somewhat, found in Henry Van 
Dyke's six-line poem dealing with 
victorious living. I trust you will

Twin Brother of Local 
Physician Discovers 


Lifeless Body 


With a bullet wound in the 


back of the head and apparent- 
ly the victim of a murder, the 
body of Mrs. J. W. Norwood, 
58-year-old widow, mother of 
Dr. George Edwin Norwood, a 
prominent physician of this 
city, was discovered in her 
home, 226 North Bailey street, 
Los Angeles, early Saturday 
morning. The deceased was an 
active church woman, treas- 
urer of the White Memorial 
church. 


The gruesome discovery was made 


by the woman's son, William Fred- 
erick Norwood, regirtrar of White 
Memorial hospital, who lives at 308 
South Boyle avenue, a twin brother 
of the Covina doctor. 


Shot in the back of the head, Mrs. 


Norwood's body laid on the kitchen 
floor for hours before discovery, as 
examination revealed that she must 
have died the previous day. 


Following the discovery of the 


crime, the police placed under ar- 
rest Miss Isa Lang, who had been a 
boarder in the home of Mrs. Nor- 
wood. Suspicion had been directed 
toward her, as it was known that 
Mrs. Norwood had requested her 
to leave the home. 


Norwood, who worked at the hos- 


pital just across the street from his 
mother's home, was in the habit of

avenue, Los Angeles, pointed an ac- 
cusing finger at her as the woman 
she "believed" she saw hastening 
thru the rain near the Norwood res- 
idence shortly after the murder last 
Friday. "I saw the woman drop 
something, and sent my mother, Mrs. 
Sadie Crawford, out to see what it 
was," said Mrs. Buck. "It was a 
woman's purse." The purse was later 
identified as belonging to Miss Lang.

And 
there are a number of ways to achieve their 
end without resorting to revolution. 


As long as California, and all America, can 


remain a land where the common man can 
see the opportunity for his own improvement 
and can feel that there is hope for himself, 
this country is safe.—Santa Cruz Sentinel. 


More Radicals Now— 


One of the most thought-provoking state- 


' 
ments of the newspaper publishers' conven- 
tion was made by Dr. Frederick P. Woellner, 
a professor from the University of California 
at Los Angeles: "There are more radicals of 
a subversive nature in California now than 
r there were in Russia before the revolution." 


With the present march of the communists 


on the state capital at Sacramento, attention 
is centered upon this condition. Every city in 
California has had its experiences with the 
radicals in recent years. It is easy to believe 
that the professor's statement has substantial 
basis in fact. 


No sane observer would predict that there 


will be a revolution in California, as there was 
in Russia.. The danger of an attempt to over- 
throw the government of this state and to 


. establish a communistic dictatorship in its 


place seems particularly far removed. 


Conservation of Youth 
and of the Forests— 


President Roosevelt's decision to continue 


the Civilian Conservation Corps is not only 
wise from the standpoint of emergency em- 
ployment, but it will be perhaps one of few 
policies that will create wealth and security 
for the future. 


Our own mountains, the Sierra Madre 


range, have been made safer from fire, safer 
for travel, and an experiment station for work 
that without question will be perpetuated. 
Some day, perhaps, when we get over our 
fear that these boys are being trained for war, 
the corps will contain millions of young men 
each year, who will augment their class-room 
training in colleges with this practical work 
of conservation. 


The future of the college graduate or high 


school student does not hold bright promise 
of immediate absorption of him into industry. 
If all young men in the country were given 
two years of conservation work upon leaving 
school, it would be beneficial to their health, 
add to practical education, and create some- 
thing in them of a proprietary interest in the 
vast domains of Uncle Sam. Already it has 
taught many wondering youths the fact that 
actually there is something beyond the limits 
of Brooklyn, and the eastern youth has learned 
of the west and south, while the western boy 
has been made acquainted with the Atlantic 
seaboard.

Militant 1. 


Remarkable Career of Los Angeles County's Long-Time Sheriff 


and Authority on Penal Reform, Comes to a Close 


With Last Honors Fittingly Accorded

A HUGE man in weight and stature, kindly in disposition, 


tolerant, courageous and highly trained for his work, 


was William I. Traeger, ex-sheriff and congressman, 'who 
died Sunday at the veterans' administration hospital at 
Sawtelle. 


I began to hear of him, see him and know him in 1903, 


when he was appointed deputy United States marshal for 
this area. I knew him afterwards as a county deputy sheriff, 
for it was difficult not to know him, owing to his huge sta- 
ture and outstanding appearance. Althought he was a 
Stanford graduate, a football player of note, he retained 
much of the picturesque appearance of the early plainsman 
and western peace officer. He was a native son, born in 
Porterville in 1880. He once said to me, as he had said to 
many others, that it was his ambition from youth to serve 
in the U. S. congress, but his physical fitness, size and train- 
ing made it almost inevitable that he become a part of the 
law and order forces. He kept his promise to himself and 
his father by becoming a congressman in 1932, serving one 
term, but he will always be remembered as Sheriff Traeger 
for his colorful and efficient services in that position from 
1921 to 1932. 


When there began to be a national consciousness of the 


need for penal reform, Sheriff Traeger, because of his edu- 
cation and experience, immediately became a leader in this 
movement. He was responsible for the plan of utilizing 
"honor camps" in the mountains for misdemeanor prisoners, 
effecting in this manner a segregation of minor offenders 
from felons, and bringing about a more rapid and satis- 
factory rehabilitation of the individual. He was a student of 
penalogy, and many of his ideas were incorporated in the 
present Los Angeles county jail, which, at the time of its 
construction, served as a model for many jails thruout the 
country. 


Sheriff Traeger had no enemies, so far as ever could be 


determined. None of the thousands of prisoners that fell 
into his care ever seemed to trace any of their misfortunes 
to him.

pers be arranged for the purpose o! 
working out a plan of operation un- 
der the law. 


The large crop of lemons now on 


the trees and in storage, and the 
anticipated increase in 'production 
make necessary a plan whereby the 
surplus problem may be fairly dis- 
tributed 
among all shippers anc 


growers, in the opinion of the Ex- 
change board. 


The Exchange is and has been 


operating under a lemon agreemen' 
for ten years. This agreement ha,B 
been a big factor in the relatively 
better returns received by all ler on 
growers during year after yqtejibf 
surplus production. There is wiqe- 
snread demand among growers and 
shippers to have the entire state pr<},- 
duction handled under a plan that 
will distribute any necessary restric- 
tion of shipments and disposal of 
surplus, which benefits everyone in 
the industry, equally among all the 
growers and shippers. 


Dr. Henry N. Rice, a pioneer phy- 


sician and surgeon of Minnesota, 
closed an eventful life Tuesday ev- 
ening at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. William B. Thome, 205 Second 
street, at the advanced age of 91 
j-eprs, the direct cause being bron- 
chial pneumonia. 


Dr. and Mrs. Rice came to Cali- 
:ornia in 1897 and the former re- 
tired from professional life after ten 
years at Santa Ana. Their declining 
days were lived at Hollywood, where 
Mrs. Rice, the doctor's life compan- 
ion for sixty-six years, passed on in 
1932. Dr. Rice has been attended by 
nis daughter, Mrs. Thorne, the past 
two years. 


Henry Nickey Rice was born in 


Whitley county, Indiana, September 
2, 1843, the second child of Daniel B. 
and Rosanna Nickey Rice, pioneer 
farmers. In 1861, at the age of 
eighteen, he responded to the call 
for troops, and enlisted in company 
B, 74th Indiana volunteer infantry. 
He was wounded at the battle of 
Lovejoy Station, and was with Sher- 
man in his march to the sea. 


Going to Minnesota in 1866 with 


his' bride, the former Miss Ellen 
Reed, Dr. Rice began the study of 
medicine, receiving degrees 
from 


Keokuk, Iowa, and Rush Medical 
college of Chicago. For many years 
he practiced at Fairmont, Minne- 
sota, also serving as surgeon for the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway. He 
was active in civic and political life, 
serving his district hi the state leg- 
islature in 1876, and for eight years

Tractor Drive 


From Michigan 


Starting from Benton Harbor last 


Sunday amid the snow and ice of 
the east on his v/ay to Covina, in 
what is said to be the longest trip 
of its kind in the history of tractor 
travel, Captain H. L. Harms is now 
on his way from the fruit belt of 
Michigan to the orange groves of 
sunny California.
